Reagan signs budget after trimming $80 million 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — California’s new $9.38 billion 
budget, the largest of any state in the nation, kindled a 
controversey 
today 
over Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagans 
“ fortitude” and tax ceiling initiative. 
Reagan signed the record spending proposal Saturday, 
about 13 hours before it was supposed to take effect and 
after trimming it by $80 million. 
It contains sizable pay hikes for state workers, money 
for a new Capitol, $85 million for park acquisition, $1.3 
million for a governor’s mansion and the largest 
increase in state aid for schools in history. 


The budget is $1.7 billion higher than the $7.7 billion 
spending program for the last fiscal year and $4.29 billion 


higher than the first budget Reagan signed in 1967. 
Senate Democratic leader George Moscone of San 
Francisco promptly accused Reagan, who prides himself 
on his “ cut, squeeze and trim” fiscal philosophy, of 
“ cheap hypocrisy” in signing the budget without cutting 
it more. 
In remarks prepared for delivery to a group of his 
supporters in Alameda County Sunday, Moscone said 
that if Reagan’s tax ceiling plan had been in effect this 
year, the budget would have been $3 billion less than the 
$9.38 billion budget he signed. 
“Those same cuts could have been made by one stroke 
of the governor’s blue pencil without bothering to ask the 
taxpayer’s for a $70 million special election (Nov 6),” 


said Moscone, who is seeking the 1974 Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination. 


"If the governor wanted to do what he wants future 
governors to do, then he would cut severely into the 
S 
rograms for the forthcoming year. In short, Gov 
leagan does not have the fortitude to do what others who 
succeed him must,” Moscone declared 


In signing the budget, Reagan called for passage of his 
tax limitation plan He said “ no amount of realistic cut. 
squeeze and trim” alone can reverse “ the trend toward 
bigger and more expensive government ’’ 
The biggest cuts in the budget, which represents about 
$467 for every man, woman and child in the state.came in 


the areas of welfare and children’s day care centers. 
Welfare and state assistance programs were trimmed 
by $21.3 million and day care by $20.9 million. 
Reagan gave various reasons for the cuts including 
smaller caseloads, “ sufficient' existing funds and a

automatically” pick up the cost of programs dropped 
by the federal government 
Reagarf also trimmed $18 5 million from the state’s 
medical assistance program, citing a smaller caseload 
projection 
He sliced $3.4 million from the state penal system and 
$15 million each from the University of California and 
state college system.

believes 
President Nixon should “ come clean 
with the American people” by 
telling what he knows about the 
Watergate scandal. 
The Minnesota Democrat, Nixon’s 
opponent in the 1968 presidential 
election, said Sunday he believed 
there was historical precedent for 
the President to make an “ appro­ 
priate 
appearance’’ 
in 
the 
“ appropriate forum.’’ He said the 
forum might be the Watergate 
grand jury or the Senate Watergate 
Committee. 
Humphrey’s suggestion that the 
President explain himself echoed 
those of leaders of the Senate 
committee. The committee is in 
recess this week for Congress’ 
observance of the Independence Day 


holiday. Last week the committee

hearing 
the 
testimony of John W. Dean III, the 
former White House counsel, who 
charged that Nixon was aware of the 
cover-up of the Watergate affair. 
The President apparently has not 
decided whether he will appear to 
answer Dean’s charges. J. Fred 
Buzhardt Jr., special counsel to 
Nixon, said in a weekend interview 
with The Washington Post that he 
did not know “ if the President is 
going to answer Dean. ” 
“ 1 have mixed emotions about 
what to recommend,” Buzhardt 
said. “ There are various forums. 
I’m not sure if we want to put the 
President in a position to answer a 
confessed felon.” 
Buzhardt also said he was certain 


Jury finds Dr. Moglen 
innocent of charges 


A Santa Maria Municipal Court Jury has returned a not guilty verdict in 
the trial of psychiatrist Dr. Lloyd Moglen, 34, who had been accused of 
making obscene telephone calls to a 15 year-old girl. 
An eight woman, four man jury deliberated less than two hours Friday 
before returning the verdict in the courtroom of Judge Jon Gudmunds. 
Moglen, deputy director of the county’s mental health services was 
arrested on May 16 when he came to the Santa Maria home of the girl who 
had leveled the charges. 
Moglen maintained his innocence and gained the support of Dr. Norbert 
McNamara, then director of the county mental health services 
Before dismissing the jury, Judge Gudmunds told the jurors he would 
have voted the way they had in the deliberations. He shook Moglen’s hand, 
congratulated him and declared that he hoped the psychiatrist would 
remain in the community despite the trial and continue to do the “ good job 
you have been doing.” 
Moglen works out of both the Santa Maria and Lompoc offices of the 
mental health services. 


Six per cent sales tax 
becomes state law 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) - An 
unresolved dispute between Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
and 
the 
state 
legislature means Californians are 
paying an extra $1.7 million a day 
into state coffers that already show 
a $829 million surplus. 
Residents are paying more money 
for beer, bathing suits, automobiles 
and air conditioners as a result of a 
one-cent increase in the state sales 
tax which went into effect at 12:01 
a.m. Sunday after Reagan vetoed a 
bill to delay it for six months and 
provide a one-time income tax 
rebate of 30 per cent.

The state does not need the money 
because it has an estimated budget 
surplus of $829 million. The new levy 
raises the sales tax to 6 per cent, or 
6.5 per cent in some counties. 


The increase was enacted last 
year to help pay for the state’s new 
property 
tax 
relief 
school 
aid 
program. When the surplus emerged 
later, virtually everybody agreed a 
delay was in order. 
Lawmakers and the governor both 
proposed to postpone the extra tax 
until January. But they could not 
agree on a formula to return the $829 
million surplus to state taxpayers 
via a rebate on state income taxes. 
After months of wrangling, both 
houses of the legislature voted, 
overwhelmingly 
for 
a 
bill 
to 
postpone the tax and give income 
taxpayers the 30 per cent rebate, 
limited to $200 a couple.

sentencing, but said he had grave 
misgivings about the eligibility of 
the Santa Barbara defendant for 
probation. 
Yanikian was charged with killing 
Consul Mehment Baydar, 47, and 
vice counsel Bahadir Demir, 30, at 
the Santa Barbara Biltmore Hotel to 
avenge Turkish massacres of his 
countrymen by the Turks more than 
a half century ago.

Rock quarrying begins 
again in scenic corridor

The bulldozers of a rock quarrying 
operation have furrowed a hillside 
along the state-designated Cabrillo 
Scenic 
Highway, 
within 
the 
protected scenic highway corridor 
and in apparent violation of county 
law. 
The excavation, eight miles from 
Lompoc, is underway on the San 
Julian Rancho parcel owned by 
Dibblee Poett. Henry Antolim and 
Son of Santa Maria is the stone 
company involved. 
The 
Cabrillo 
Highway 
is 
a 
dedicated state scenic highway and 
as such, is set within a protected 


corridor no narrower than 300 feet 
on either side in “ limited view 
areas” but usually extending the 
entire range of vision from the road 
“ The 
corridor,” 
defines 
the 
Division 
of 
Highways 
Scenic 
Highway report on the 19.5 mile 
Cabrillo stretch, “ was designed to 
protect and enhance the view from 
the road” and “ to protect existing 
flora and prevent heavy grading...” 


According 
to 
Carl 
Kraemer, 
assistant county planning director, 
mandatory state requirements for 
this 
protected 
scenic 
corridor 
specify that there shall be no 
“ quarries or borrow pits unless fully 
screened ” 


Kraemer said that this prohibition 
has the force of 
law and 
is 
superimposed within the corridor 
over existing AG zoning adjacent to 
the highway where quarrying is 
otherwise a permitted use 
“ My remembrance is that no 
activity of any kind is supposed to be 
visible to passers-by,” Kraemer 
recalled 


According 
to 
Henry 
Antolim, 
owner of the stone firm, the damage 
to the hillside is no more than 
farming would cause and a year’s 
rain will return the area to its 
normal aspect.

Eclipse study called success 


LOIYANGALANI, Kenya (U PI) 
— The foreign scientists, poring 
over 
sophisticated 
astronomical 
equipment, proclaimed it a solid 
success. African natives were not so 
sure. 


Scientists 
by 
the 
hundreds 
gathered at remote points and put 
up telescopes and recording gear to 
observe and capture the sun in 
eclipse and the wide shadow it cast 
across the African continent. 
“ It’s been a great success,” said 


one scientist. “ A great moment.” 
“ We got whatever we came to 
collect,” said Bill Curtis of Boulder, 
Col., one of hundreds who came to 
this isolated village on the shores of 
Lake Rudolf to view the sun as the 
moon passed between it and the 
earth Saturday. 
But 
villagers 
thought 
the 
scientists had come to steal the sun 
and that the eclipse heralded a 
famine, drought, plague of locusts 
or the end of the world 
They 
barricaded their huts with sheet 


metal and cardboard 
The 
seven-minute, 
four-second 
eclipse was the second longest since 
man 
began 
keeping 
accurate 
records of the phenomenon 


A second major contingent of 
scientists gathered at Chinguetti, in 
Mauritania, which also lay in the 
direct path of the area where the 
moon’s shadow lasts the longest 
In Nouakchott, the capital of 
Mauritania, holy men summoned 
Moslems to mosques to pray while 
the eclipse darkened the area 
Season's worst fire out of control 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif (U PI) — 
The 
worst 
brush 
fire 
to 
hit 
California this year surged out of 
control up mountain slopes into high 
timber 
today, 
with 
firefighters 
scrambling after it in helicopters 
and roping 
themselves 
like 
mountaineers to keep from falling 
over cliffs. 
A force of 1,200 men battled the 
fire, which has consumed more than 
8,000 acres of brush and trees 


State forestry officials said the 
blaze was started by fireworks and 
authorities were checking reports of 


witnesses that a group of three 
small boys was seen leaving the site 
of the origin of the fire. 
The blaze, which began Saturday 
on the Morongo Indian Reservation, 
sent a spearhead of flame racing up 
the San Jacinto Mountains Sunday, 
eating through stands of pine trees 
75 to 125 feet tall, the state Division 
of Forestry reported 
Pushed by 25 mile-per-hour winds, 
the flames flared across 2,000 acres 
in one three hour period. 
“ It’s up to 6,000 or 6,500 feet 
(altitude) now,” a spokesman for 
the division of forestry, Carl Wolf, 


said. 
“ We re issuing ropes to the men 
There’s sheer cliffs up there, with 
drops of 100 to 500 feet. ’ 


To get the firefighters into the 
rugged area “ we’re using anything 
that can fly,” said one spokesman 
“ Were mounting one of the 
biggest helicopter operations we 
know of in this area,” Wolf said. 
“ The Army is doing a great job 
They’ve got two 10-man helicopters 
here. With those and our 10 copters, 
we ferried 500 men into those 
mountains Sunday . ”

Nixon placed his signature on a package 
of bills that also provided for raising Social 
Security benefits next year and continued 
government 
spending 
and 
borrowing 
authority. 
The legislation was passed Saturday by 
Congress and flown to the W estern White 
House 
for 
Nixon’s 
signature. 
The 
compromise 
m easures had 
averted a 


stalem ate that had threatened to leave 
governm ent agencies without operating 
funds when the 1973 fiscal year ended at 
midnight Saturday. 
Last week, Nixon vetoed a bill that would 
have cut off funds for the U.S. bombing 
campaign in Cambodia im mediately. The 
com prom ise

allows

to 
continue the raids for another six weeks. 


The President said in a m essage Sunday 
the sudden bombing halt would “not have 
brought us the lasting peace that we all 
d e s ire .” 
He 
said

“ resp o n sib le

m atter of “ the greatest urgency.” He said 
the last remaining elem ent in forging a 


¿southeast Asian settlem ent was "a stable 
Cambodian

Nixon 
then 
warned he might have to ask Congress for 
bombing authority beyond the Aug. 15 date. 
“ I will continue to take the responsible 
actions necessary to win that peace,' 
Nixon said. “ Should further actions be 
required to that end later this year, I shall 
request the Congress to help us achieve our 
objectives.”

—Provided for a 5.6 per cent increase in 
Social Security benefits for 30 million 
elderly Am ericans starting July 3, 1974. 
Payroll taxes will be increased $35.10 for

Having made unsuccessful bids for governor, and more 
recently mayor of Los Angeles, Jesse Unruh has turned to 
more sedentary occupations. 
Unruh rose to prominence as Speaker of the Assembly, a 
post he held longer than anyone else in the state’s history. 
During his 
regime 
he was largely 
responsible for 
converting 
the “citizen-legislators” into “full time 
professional legislators.” 
Annual operating expenses of the Legislature grew from 
a modest $2.5 million to 10 times that through employment 
of consultants, legislative aides and other staff assistants. 
Salaries of the members were tripled, expense allowances 
increased, and automobiles and district offices furnished. 
Probably because of these niceties of office holding, Unruh 
won for California the credit for having the best Legislature 
in the nation. 
Unruh was the first to utilize the office of Speaker as a 
base for the collection of campaign funds on behalf of those 
seeking election or re-election to the Legislature. In this, he 
usurped the traditional function of the state central 
committees. He staged fund raising dinners and leaned 
heavily on the lobbyists for support. 
Of late he has been lecturing on ways to improve the 
Legislature and conducting studies under the sponsorship of 
Rutgers University. In connection with this latter project 
he circulated questionnaires to legislators, lobbyists and 
newsmen throughout the country.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Wednesday may be the last 
Fourth of July celebrated— legally at least—by the bang 
and pop of firecrackers. 
The federal government is in the process of taking 
comments on its proposal for a nationwide ban on 
everything but a few “ safe” fireworks, including sparklers, 
pinwheels, Roman candles, and fountains. 
The only restriction on fireworks nationwide currently is 
a ban on anything that contains an explosive charge in 
excess of two grains. 
This makes cherry bombs and giant firecrackers illegal. 
However, they continue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is som e doubt that even the proposed new regulations 
would eliminate this market entirely. 
The proposed new regulations were made public May 16. 
Comments on them have been coming in to the new 
Consumer Product Safety Commission, which will have the 
final say on the regulations. 
Firecracker fans have started petition drives in some 
parts of the country to protest the proposals. 
One petition, signed by 70 persons, mostly from Missouri, 
Illinois, Arkansas and Mississippi, said it had been a 
“tradition since the founding of our nation to celebrate In­ 
dependence Day with the booming of cannons and the 
display and the shooting of fireworks.”

Dollar drops to record lows 


BONN (IJPI i — The U S dollar dropped to record lows in 
two major money centers today and fell broadly on other 
European markets in reaction to last week's upward 
revaluation of the German mark. Gold also opened lower. 
“The dollar is melting as though we were in a heat 
w ave,” said a Dutch money dealer. The com m ent also 
applied to early trends in Frankfurt, Zurich, Rome, Brus­ 
sels and Scandinavian markets. 
The U.S. currency opened in Frankfurt at a record low 
exchange rate of 2 4125 marks, nearly a full percentage 
point under Friday’s close of 2.4350. Dealers described 
trading as “hectic” and the first real test of trends 
following Friday’s slow trading. 
The dollar also hit a new low at opening in Amsterdam, 
trading at 2.6125 Dutch guilders as compared with Friday’s 
close of 2.6285. 


Bradley takes oath for office 


LOS ANGELES (U P Ii — Tom Bradley, son of a Texas 
sharecropper, took the oath Sunday that made him m ayor 
of the nation’s third largest city, and with it, one of the 
Dem ocratic party’s ranking elected blacks. 
Bradley was sworn in on the steps of the city hall, before 
a cheering crowd of adm irers, by Earl Warren, form er 
chief justice of the United 
States and governor of 
California. The 82-year-old Warren broke years of private 
life to make the appearance. 
Political analysts began referring to Bradley in context 
with Sen 
Edward Brooke, D-M ass., as an elected black 
leader, and with politically important mayors, such as the 
Republicans’ Pete Wilson of San Diego and Dem ocrat 
Joseph Alioto of San Francisco.

Arab observers said the m urders apparently were part of 
an plot to overthrow President Ahmed Hassan AlBakr, 59, 
who returned home Saturday from a w eek’s visit to 
Bulgaria and Poland 
A statem ent by Iraq's ruling Baathists said plotters led 
by Director of Public Security Nazem Kazzar were heading 
for the Iranian border with D efense Minister Lt. Gen. 
Hammad Chehab and other prisoners when the murders 
occurred 
Arab com m entators warned that the statem ent could 
cause further deterioration between Iraq and Iran, the two 
mam rivals in the oil-rich Persian Gulf.

British soldier killed on birfhday

Scientists in Paris met today to discuss ways of turning 
the sun’s heat into replace shrinking supplies of oil and 
gas, while in Britain the government began preparing plans 
to ration what gasoline it has left. 
In Washington a House subcom m ittee announced it will 
investigate to see if anyone is to blame for the fuel 
shortage. 
In a related development, Sen Thomas J. McIntyre, D- 
N.H., charged during the weekend that major U.S. oil firm s 
are “ watering down” their gasoline by reducing the octane 
level—without reducing the price. 
“Consumers are unfairly being asked to pay the sam e 
price for this watered-down product,’ he said in letters to 
the Cost of Living Council 
and 
the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
In Paris, 600 experts from 70 countries met to discuss the 
sun’s ability to heat hom es, drive cars, protect crops, cook 
food, run refrigerators and distill water. The scientists will 
trade ideas in the largest conference on solar energy in 


history, and at one of the largest scientific meetings ever 
held under the sponsorship of the U.N. Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNESCO). 
For 20 years solar energy has been in the experimental 
stage because the rich industrialized countries had enough 
oil and the developing countries in the sun belt who really 
needed it were too poor to develop it on a full scale, 
according to Harry Lustig of New York City College, one of 
the scientists. 
“But most recently attitudes have changed quite 
dramatically and events have occurred which make it 
appear that the takeoff point for solar energy development 
may now have been reached,” Lustig said. 
in Britain, the London Sunday Telegraph said the govern­ 
ment is preparing plans for gasoline rationing in response 
to a warning that fuel supplies in Europe could dry up 
before Christmas. 
“Speculators have been buying and storing vast amounts 
of petrol in the last six months,” the newspaper said. “They 
are paying as much as $110 a ton, compared with the 
present average price of $70 and last year’s price of $33.” 


President says food prices will drop 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - President Nixon said 
Sunday that food prices will drop this autumn under the 
impact of the biggest wheat crop ever and a harvest 
swollen by 40 million acres of additional farm land. 
In a 13-minute nationwide radio address, Nixon promised 
to keep the across-the-board price freeze, which has 
antagonized som e businessm en, “ as short as possible.’’ 


He said his advisers are currently consulting with con­ 
sum er, business and labor groups on Phase Four. The new 
policy, which will apparently involve stronger controls than 
those of 
Phase Three, 
will 
be “com prehensive and 
realistic,” he said. 


Nixon said he was “ pleased to be able to report that 
Am ericans generally are cooperating in making the freeze 
a success. Prices are being held. We are determ ined that 
prices will continue to be held. The wheat crop this year is 
expected to be the biggest ever.The many m easures we 
have taken to increase the supply of farm com m odities— 


including the release of more than 40 million additional 
acres for farm production—will eventually bring more 
farm products to the market, and will provide relief against 
high food prices. But meanwhile, we are paying in higher 
food prices for the combination of limited supply and 
greater worldwide demand.” 
He predicted the greater supply of farm products would 
also ease the ban on exports of food, which nas upset some 
of this nation’s foreign buyers. 


“In the long run, the one thing—and the only thing—that 
will keep prices down is sufficient supply to meet the 
demand, coupled with responsible fiscal and monetary poli­ 
cies,” he added. 


Since his arrival here nine days ago, Nixon has remained 
on the grounds of the California White House, tending to 
official business. He was to preside at 1:30 p.m. EDT today 
at the swearing in of James R. Schlesinger as secretary of 
defense, and confer with him on Pentagon matters.

From a period beginning at midday Sunday and extending 
into today, a total of 10 tornadoes were reported in South 
Dakota, six in Minnesota and three in Nebraska. In South 
Dakota, one man was killed in a rural area between 
and Waubay when a barn toppled over and crushed him. 
Three Milwaukee Railroad boxcars at Aberdeen, S.D., 
were blown along the tracks from Aberdeen 10 miles to 
Bath, S.D., by winds clocked at 80 miles per hour. Winds of 
up to 100 miles per hour were reported at Columbus, Neb., 
during storms that moved across the state Sunday night. 
The severe weather was triggered by a squall line of 
heavy thunderstorms ahead of a cold front that formed 
from southeast North Dakota to southwest Nebraska 
Sunday. By early today, the squall line had moved into Iowa 
and southeast Nebraska. 
Rain 
slackened 
over Maine, 
Vermont and

Hampshire early today after a downpour Sunday night, but 
serious flooding continued in portions of New England.

You can lead a child to water, 
but how do you make him bathe?

NEW YORK - (NEA ) - 
Some kids hop into the tub 
and splash away. But many 
children don’t like to take 
baths. 
“ They’re innately afraid of 
w ater because of the sudden 
tem p erature change,” said 
Dr. Henry L. H arris, noted 
pediatrician and adviser for 
Open Line, a national tele­ 
phone network that answ ers 
psychological and m edical 
questions 
without 
charge 
while keeping the caller anon­ 
ymous. 
“ Other reasons kids refuse 
to get into the tub,” Dr. Har­ 
ris added, “ is they can see no 
reason for it. Their friends 
don’t mind if they’re dirty or 
smell. And, of course, chil­ 
dren usually don’t like to do 
what their parents tell them 
to do.” 
To counter this youthful 
rebellion Dr. Harris suggested 
these tips for mothers: 
— Set a pattern. Give a 
child a bath the sam e tim e 
each day, making sure the 
water temperature is about 80 
degrees or feels lukewarm. Be 
B 
ersistent about getting the 
>t into the water so he learns 
quickly what is expected of 
him. 


— Create incentives. Make 
bath time playtime. Fill the 
tub with the proper amount of 
bubble bath and floatable 
toys. The sudsy w ater will 
help bubble the child clean 
and leave no bathtub ring. 
Often an inexpensive toy like 
a sponge doll is more exciting 
than an expensive wooden 
boat. 
— E ncourage safety. Kids 
can drown in six inches of 
w ater N ever leave a young 
child alone. Install handles a 
child can hold while getting 
out of the bath and place non- 
skid decals on the tub’s floor. 
— Wash carefully. Scrub­ 
bing a child too hard will 
make him associate pain with 
the bath. Make sure h e ’s 
washed from head to toe. 
Girl's must be especially con­ 
cerned with proper cleaning. 
They're more apt to get inter- 
urinary infections as a result 
of poor washing. M others 
should bathe their daughters 
daily and teach them to clean 
the vaginal area. 
— Initiate role playing. A 
good way for a little girl to 
learn to wash properly is to 
place a rubber doll in the 
bath. Tell her to wash the doll 
as you wash her. Through imi­ 
tation sh e ’ll learn quickly 
while having fun. 


— Avoid no's. If the tot is 
having fun in the tub. let him 
play even a fte r he is clean. 
Children can splash w ater 
without worrying about harm­ 
ing anything in the house. But 
10 or 15 m inutes is long 
enough. 


— Going it alone. When 
girls are 5-years-old and boys 
6 or 7, they usually can bathe 
alone. Mothers should check 
though to m ake sure th ey ’re 
washing and not just playing. 
Some boys come out of the 
tub dirtier than they go in. 
For that reason a bubble bath 
is good because just sitting in 
the suds is cleansing. 


—Stim ulate good habits. 
Early training on washing 
oneself correctly will save 
mother's time and energy as 
the child grows. If he enjoys 
the bath he’ll associate it with 
a time to have fun while bub­ 
bling himself clean.

Also injured and still hospitalized as a result of a race wreck was 
David “ Salt” Walther, burned seriously May 27 when his car hit a wall 
and caught fire in a 10-car accident which stopped the race on the day 
it was scheduled originally to be run. 
Savage’s car hit the outside wall, then the inside wall at the head of 
the home stretch, exploding into flames. He suffered broken legs and 
burns and was taken to Methodist by helicopter.

Casper wins Western 
to end 2-year slump 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Billy Casper 
was trying hard to make the Ryder 
Cup golf team suddenly and won the 
Western Open. 
Casper thought his chance for the 
$35,000 first prize in the $175,000 
tournament had disappeared after 
he missed a two-foot putt on the 12th 
hole and thereby lost a stroke to 
leader Bruce Crampton. 
“ I thought that was it as far as my 
winning the championship, but I felt 
1 still had a chance to make the 
Ryder Cup team and I continued to 
play hard,” Casper said 
He got his stroke back with a 10- 
foot birdie putt on the next green 
and on the 16th, he went in front 
after a “ most unusual situation.” 
“ I hit a very bad drive to the right, 
in the rough," he said. I had an 
opening between a couple of trees. I 
worried mostly about a tree that 
was in front of me about 60 or 70 
yards. 
“ I felt I couldn’t reach the green, 
so I took a four wood I hit it solid 
and it looked like I’d hit it right in 
front of the green,” Casper said 
When I walked up to it, it was 
Larry Hinson’s ball that was in front 
of the green Mine was right on,” he 
said. 
That one set up a birdie four and 


put him 12-under with two holes to 
go. He sank six-foot putts for par on 
the last two greens, finishing with a 
69 and a 72-hole card of 272. 
“ I just closed my eyes on the last 
putt,” he said. 
His finish was one stroke better 
than Hinson’s and Hale Irwin’s. 
They each earned $16,187. 
Crampton, Hubert Green and J.C. 
Snead had 274s and got $7,233 for 
their efforts. 
It was Casper’s 49th win on the 
tour, but only his first in nearly two 
years. The prize boosted his total 
earnings to $1,377,723. It was his 
fourth Western Open title, the most 
for any player since Walter Hagen, 
who won it five times. 


Crampton, trying for his fifth 
victory this year, was satisfied with 
his finish. 
“ I achieved my most important 
goal in raising my earnings over $1 
million,” he said. “ I didn’t win the 
tournament but I reached a big 
milestone.” 
Crampton’s check brought his 
earnings to $212,740 this year and to 
Cl.004,183 in his career. 
Arnold Palmer finished in a two- 
way tie for seventh place and Lee 
Trevino in a four man bloc for 20th 
position.

Regan's trip

Sheriff John W. Carpenter says if it had been up to him he 
wouldn't have allowed convicted briber Phil Regan to have 
gone off to the California Men’s Facility at Chino without 
law enforcement escort the other day. 
The sheriff also pointed out that Regan’s trip to Chino for 
90-day diagnostic tests preparatory to his sentencing in 
Santa Barbara Superior Court violated a court order. And 
the district attorney’s office said it came “ as a surprise’’ to 
them. 
Regan, convicted of placing a bribe with a county 
supervisor in a rezonmg case, has boasted of connections 
with high politicos and business figures to such as extent 
that Courthouse observers flatly predicted he would get 
preferential treatment. 
Assistant District Attorney Thomas W. Sneddon Jr. 
brought up this issue when he protested against cumulative 
testimony given by a troop of character witnesses "saying 
what a great guy Regan is.” He felt a convicted felon was 
being given the benefit of extended, repetitive character 
testimony. 
Regan's probation hearing brought support for him from 
former Sheriff James Webster, and several other well- 
known persons, with assurances that a Santa Barbara judge 
and Los Angeles politicos and a judge there could give 
further testimony in support of the plea for probation for 
Regan 
But Judge Arden T. Jensen decided to shut off further 
testimony for Regan and ordered him taken to Chino for 
diagnostic tests preparatory to sentending The order was 
for Regan to present himself to the sheriff’s office at 9 a.m. 
June 22 for transportation to the state men’s facility. 
Jensen denied Regan’s plea to go there on his own without 
law enforcement escort. 
Then came the surprising news June 23 that Regan had 
won permission from the court and sheriff’s office to go to 
Chino without an accompnaying sheriff’s officer. Regan 
was reported to have finally shown up at Chino late the 
previous night with his brother, Joe, a state women’s 
parole board member, doing the chauffering 
What happened was Mrs. Regan prevailed on the judge 
and Sheriff's Capt. Fritz Patterson to allow her husband to 
go to Chino with nis attorney designated as a court officer.

The new beef 


The Dean of Agriculture at Texas A&M 
sounded a warning to American cattlemen 
recently during the fifth annual California 
Livestock Symposium in Fresno. Their 
industry faces head-on competition with 
foreign counterparts who are greatly 
increasing their beef production because 
of swiftly rising demand in their countries. 
Dr. L. S. Pope said: 


“ Only 
our 
ability 
to 
increase 
productivity per animal unit to offset 
higher production costs, plus the continued 
output of a more desirable kind of beef, 
will permit prosperity and survival of 
America s No. 1 agricultural industry.” 


Encouragingly, at the same time came 
word, from two sources, of experiments in 
beef production that seem, hopefully, to 
fill Dr. Pope s prescription. 


The more unusual effort is that of 
Hillsborough cattleman D. C. Basolo, Jr. 
After 15 years of hard work in Montana 
and 
more 
recently 
on 
ranches near

Stockton and Santa Rosa, Basolo has 
proved that buffalo can be crossed with 
domestic cattle — something animal 
husbandrymen long said simply couldn’t 
be done. 
Not only has it happened, but the result 
is an animal whose meat is higher in 
protein, lower in cholesterol and fat, and 
costs less to produce than regular beef. 
The hybrid’s rate of growth is twice that of 
cattle, Basolo says; it takes less feed to 
produce pounds; it is less susceptible to 
disease. And its meat, he says, tastes like 
beef really should. 
The other development is the United 
States Department of Agriculture’s recent 
blessing on the sale of bullock beef. This is 
quite a switch, and is susceptible to some 
pretty corny comment. But seriously, the 
beef shortage has created a new attitude 
on beef production, with more bullocks 
being raised for beef, instead of breeding.

Nixon-Brezhnev agreement 


WASHINGTON - It is certain 
that in no other capital in the world 
has the Nixon-Brezhnev declaration 
on nuclear war been given closer 
scrutiny 
than in Peking. 
Deep 
distrust 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
pervades the people’s Republic of 
China from top to bottom. 
During my long discussion with 
Premier Chou En-lai he not only 
expressed 
doubts 
about 
the 
agreements signed in May 1972 in 
Moscow 
but, 
anticipating 
the 
summit in Washington, he uttered 
words of warning. 
The United 
States, he feared, would be taken in 
by promises 
that 
the 
Soviets 
never intended to 
k e e p . 
In 
th e 
expressive face of 
this 
extraordinary 
le a d e r 
w as 
a 
reflection of China’s 
deep 
disillusion 
with the one-time 
partnership 
with 
th e 
o th e r 
communist giant. 
The distrust and the disillusion 
have deep roots. First came the 
break in 1959 when the Russians 
abruptly tore up the development 
contracts with the Chinese and 
pulled out, 
leaving half-finished 
projects 
scattered 
around 
the 
country. Out of this trauma came 
the stress in all the propaganda on 
self-reliance. 
The concept of the Soviet Union as 
a nuclear superpower reaching out 
for hegemony over Asia, above all, 
over China was intolerable. The 
implication in the Nixon-Brezhnev 
declaration of the shared right of the 
two superpowers to protect non­ 
nuclear nations goes against the 
grain of China's pride. 
At 
great 
cost 
in 
scientific 
manpower 
and 
technological 
resources China 
has built up her 
own formidable nuclear and missile 
weaponry. 
This 
and 
notable 
advances 
in 
diplomacy 
— 
the 
American and the Japanese accords 
— give the Chinese leaders a new 
confidence. 
Prem ier 
Chou 
is 
convinced that the threat of a 
Soviet attack, so long the nightmare 
of China s decision makers, has 
been deterred. 
The exchange of missions between 
Washington and Peking is off to a 
good start with Huang Chen, China’s 
foremost diplomat here in this 
capital and David Bruce installed in 
P ek in g .

ame is front-page news. And that 
hiang Ching wore a dress instead 
of the standard Mao costume is 
widely interpreted as the definitive 
end of the cultural revolution. 
Against the background of the 
long isolation this is all well and 
good. But will be required than

On the island of Taiwan, 100 miles 
off the China coast, the United 
States still has an Ambassador,

the mission has declined. This is in 
accord with the pledge in the 
Shanghai communique signed by 
President Nixon and Premier Chou. 
Not until this formal tie is severed 
can the two nations make progress 
toward real cooperation that will 
compensate for the lost years. While 
the Chinese leaders stop short of 
saying this, they are acutely aware 
of the obstacles out of the past. One 
is

mutual 
defense 
treaty 


between the United States and 
Chiang's China on Taiwan. 
That treaty, negotiated in the 
Dulles era, pledges American help 
in the event of an attack on the 
island. According to a statement out 
of the American military command 
in Hawaii, American warships still 
patrol the Strait of Taiwan as they 
did at the height of the cold war and 
the attempt to cut off mainland 
China from the world. 
The drama of this moment in 
China’s long history dwarfs almost 
anything that has gone before. 
Chiang, who before 19?7 was an 
associate if not an ally of the men 
who now govern China, has not been 
seen in public for nearly a year. 
Reports to the mainland have it that 
he is paralyzed and speechless, kept 
alive by the medications that enable 
an 
otherwise-insensate 
body 
to 
survive. 
The ruler is his son, Chiang Ching- 
kuo. He faces a choice of trying to 
make his peace with Mao and Chou 
or detaching Taiwan from the 
mainland as an independent nation. 
But 
whatever 
the 
choice, 
the 
resolute men in Peking are prepared 
to meet it in the conviction that 
Taiwan is an integral part of China.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In the view of our vital trading 
partners, the Japanese, President 
Nixon has done it again. 
His 
proposals 
for 
export 
controls 
some U.S. farm products have for 
them the cruel uncertainty of the 
‘‘Nixon shocks” of 1971. 
What most troubles them is the 
limit he may impose on the export of 
soybean products and animal feed 
grains. Japan is a heavy importer of 
these 
things, 
which 
play 
an 
important role in the country’s 
widening, more balanced daily diet. 
Japanese officials 
here insist that, as 
in the case of the 
1971 imposition of a 
trade surcharge and 
other 
m easu res 
affecting them, the 
President this time 
gave them no early 
notice of what was 
coming. 
Worse still, as they read his 
words, they see no clear terminal 
date for what ever export controls 
he may lay on. He did use the term 
“short” in discussing them, but 
failed to define it specifically. His 
reassurances about increasing our

food exports “over the long run” did 
not appease Tokyo. 
The time has gone by when the 
Japanese 
leadership 
will 
sit 
patiently around simply hoping for 
the best. The men in Tokyo already 
are thinking hard about alternative 
sources. They will soon be planning 
to shift toward these, unless they 
are given clearer guidelines from 
the President about the probable 
duration of export controls. 


Their reliance on U.S. soybeans is 
the centerpiece of their concern. In 
Japan, these are used mainly for soy 
sauce and bean cake, both staples in 
today’s richer diet. 


When 
o ffic ia ls 
speak 
of 
alternative sources of supply, they 
do not appear to be making idle 
threat. Japan is not at all prepared 
to cut back its 
mounting food 
consumption. Attention therefore is 
already 
focusing 
on 
the 
huge 
soybean potential of fast-developing 
Brazil. 


Scan the agricultural figures of a 
decade or more ago and you find no 
mention of soybeans in connection 
with Brazil. Even the most recent 
annual production figures place it a 


distant third behind the United 
States and China. But production is 
booming, and the outlook for major 
growth is genuinely promising. 
Brazilian 
authorities 
say 
the 
biggest soybean development is 
taking 
place 
in 
the 
southerly, 
populous state of Sao Paulo, where 
— on a rolling plateau 3,000 feet 
above sea level — weather and soil 
conditions favor growth. 


But soybean farming is spreading 
to the other areas in this Latin land 
nearly as large as the United States. 
The image of Brazil as a vast, 
tangled jungle is distorted. Even in 
northern 
jungle zones there are 
broad savannas (parklike stretches 
of grassland sparsely dotted with 
trees) which can be developed 
agriculturally, 
In 
the 
famed 
Amazon 
valley, more than one 
sizable nucleus of soybean farming 
is being promoted. 


So 
the 
somewhat 
disgruntled 
Ja p a n e se 
do 
indeed 
have 
somewhere to turn if Mr. Nixon 
clamps a lid on soybean and other 
food exports and gives no quick 
clues as to when it will be lifted. The 
days of our special superiority in 
farming may be numbered.

The Valley tarantula 


In burrows by the ten thousand, on 
the edges of blooming fields, just 
beneath the basking slopes, in the 
open meadows, the tarantulas of 
Lompoc are just now beginning to 
stir. 
Soon, with the deep summer or 
early fall, they will embark on their 
annual trek en masse, fulfilling 
again a durable genetic dictum 
more antique than even the hills. 
Highway 246 will 
be wet with them 
between 
Lompoc 
and Solvang as the 
indifferent 
autos 
obliterate them in 
ranks. 
Gophers, 
mice, racoons and 
others will harvest 
them and 
insects 
paralyze and devour 
them. 
In the end the perennial margin of 
survivors will crawl back into the 
earth, distended with a summer’s 
feasting and, most of them laboring 
with the toil of reproducing their 
kind Tarantulas have been a going 
species for hundreds of millions of 
years, longer, in fact, than have true 
spiders, their close kin. 


And the Lompoc variety, a hairy 
creature three to five inches in 
diameter, that can get to be the size 
of a small egg if well fed, is a true 
tarantula, not a spider. 


T h e se 
d e v o u r 
b e e tle s , 
grasshoppers and other crawling 
fare after rearing up on their back 
legs, pouncing, and 
injecting a 
venom with half inch fangs, a fluid 
harmless to normal people. 
But, 
while 
isolated 
tropical 
species in the vast tarantula family 
carry venom lethal to humans, lurk 
in banana 
bunches and 
inspire 
Japanese horror films, it must be 
said that most tarantula types, ours 
included, have been the victims of a 
monumental case of bad press 
It all started in an arid little town 


in Southern Italy called Taranto and 
populated by superstitious people. 
In the Middle Ages they spoke of a 
Wolf Spider whose bite brought on 
wild, immoral dancing and, later, a 
general nervous condition. 
There were doubtless abundant 
reasons for the immoral dancing at 
the time and a variety of possible 
causes for the observed nervous 
condition. But the Italian tarantula, 
which is much like the Lompoc 
v a r ie ty , 
c o u ld n ’t 
h a v e 
physiologically figured in either. 
Still, the fearsome reputation and 
the name tarantula, stuck, along 
with the belief that the creatures 
were graceless enough to be able to 
leap six feet before sinking their 
fangs into the bare throat. 
The local tarantula cowers before 
this reputation. To begin with, he 
can only hop a maximum of several 
inches; six feet is way out of his 
league. He’s almost creatively ugly 
and, perhaps luckily during mating 
season, he has exceedingly poor 
vision. 
It is only after birth that the 
Lom poc 
V alley 
ta r a n tu la ’s 
problems all begin. His chief enemy 
is the tarantula hawk, which isn’t a 
hawk at all but a very large wasp 
(two inch wingspan) which is an 
expert at injecting venom of its own 
between the plates of the tarantula's 
armor to swoon him into a state of 
suspended animation. The Hawk 
then 
delivers 
its 
eggs 
to 
the 
tarantula’s belly and the young wasp 
larvae feed on him during their 
formative months. 
If he 
manages to elude the 
swarming tarantula hawks as well 
as practically every rodent with 
teeth and most predatory birds, as 
well as local highway traffic, the 
tarantula gets to mate. 


But nature continues its theme of 
mediocrity for these creatures in 
this area of life as well by dictating 
that the tarantula reproduce with 
absolutely 
no 
genital 
contact 


whatsoever. It’s all business and, 
moreover, when it’s over the female 
often as not consumes her mate to 
lay in a stock of protein for the next 
generation. 
The 
sole 
glim m er 
to 
the 
tarantula's real life is that it can be 
a long one: 10 years to reach sexual 
maturity and a maximum life span 
of perhaps 25 years. But, even for a 
creature with so illustrious a name, 
perhaps it is kind that he’s never 
conscious to weigh his public image 
against life’s private fate.
